Roast Duck Bill 


Passes Assembly 


SACRAMENTO The .As- 
sembly unanimously approved AB 
2603 by Assemblyman Art Torres 
which would allow Chinese style 
roast duck to be prepared in its 
traditional way, The bill now goes 


to the Senate,， 
The.bill specifies that “Chinese 


style roast  _ duck” would be 
allowed to hang at room tempera- 
ture after roasting for a period up 
to four hours，Pprovided that the 
duck's abdominal cavity has been 
cleaned, the duck marinated， the 
cavity closed prior to cooking， 
and the duck scalded with a saline 
solution and then roasted for at 
least one hour at a minimum of 
Fahrenheit， Such 
Procedures Were deemed 
necessary by a UC Davis lab 
which conducted .tests on the 
ducks in order to destroy micro- 
organismas Which could cause 
food toxicity._ The bill also 
requires the ducks to be sold 
Whole.

“Parents are essential，we must 
havethe heljp of parents so we can 
implement “ programs in our 
schools,， said Lowell High school 
Assistant Vice-Principal Ceorge 
Hsu. 

For mnewcomer students and 
their families,the transition from 
Overseas schools to US schools ,is 
often difficult because the two

In Peter Mans ”Life Within,”a 
Kearny Street Workshop-sSponsor- 
ed photography exhibition at the 
Chinese Culture Center，we can 
view art that absolutely arises 
from and serves_ experience The 
show is divided into five Parts， 


each looking at the conditions in a_- 


different Chinatown residential 
hotel. 

Any generalized notion of the 
infamous tenement conditions cf 
Chinatown ”are either quickly 
erased or made specific.， Peter 
Man lives in this world; the 
people he photographs are his 
neighbors and friends，He photo- 
graphs the people of Chinatown at 
their moments of greatest solitude， 
moments which are uncharacteri- 
istic of the Chinese， whose natural 
Social patterns are grounded 训 
extended families and commun- 
ities， 

MIT， Louie is Photographed 
Sitting on his bed in a small room 
crowded by mirrors，books，a 
clock，and a TV.

ment. A movement of courage and 
fear is couched in his gesture and 
glance. The Chinese color for luck 
and happiness,， red-orange，punc- 
tuate the cool colors of his room . 
INTIMACY 

The photograph is made in a 
flow of obvious intimacy，Man 
allows us to _ further enter this 
intimacy in the caption accom- 
panying the picture，MI. Louie's 
loneliness deepens as we listen to 
him:“I have been living ip :this 
room since 1954.. A lot of relatives 
and friends are in China. Sure I 
complain but what canI do. The 
manager is always drunk，He is 
like an animal whien he is drunk. 
Very SGaIy.” 


Mans captions and photo- 
graphs share mot only intimacy 
but also state causes for what we 
see，The name of one residence， 
“Hotel Justice ”takes on a cruelly 
ironic tone. The greed that leveled 
the International “Hotel and 
delayed the construction of the 
Mei Lun housing project is not 
forgotten. But the words and 
pictures tell us more. 

Even when we are priesented 
with the bleakest of conditions， 
hope is present. In another photo- 
graph, a torn curtain-does little to 
hide the hard light of the outside 
world. A beaten bed，bare wall， 
and sink are harshly lit. Yet from 
such a stringent View，we gain a 
Imeasure of the inner Strength and 
will of the elderly Chinese resi- 
dents， Turning， to other 
Photographs we see rooms that at 
first seemed only overcrowded， 
but now are full of exuberant life. 


“Mr. and Mrs. Lee,， Hotel Justice，1980” 


People who were initially seen as 
victims，now can be perceived as 
SUITViVOTS. 


This redemption always 
involves struggle，as Man knows， 
Worlds clash as a man intently 
Plays an ancient Chinese erjtz 
while blinking modern appliamnces 
which circle him go ignored，A 
young girl in blue springs out from 
a bland communal kitchien. The 
goodluck colors of red and gold， 
]ike bits of hope, blast through the 
muteness of their surroundings. 

Ultimately,，“Life Within”refers

of the barracks for over 10;000 
people，Most of the tours have 
included _ students， community 
and church groups. 

“These are people that lack 
knowledge of Asian American 
Chow said, “These are 
people confused about their iden- 
tity,， but after learning their 
history they're not ashamed of 
being with their heritage，This 
sparks them to learn more and 
meet the challenge of everyday 
living. In order to keep the project 
alive, there must be interest 一 we _ 
must inform people, ”heexplained 


Chow feels there are enough 
resourIces in the Asian commun- 
ity to finish the project， “Its 
important to all Asian Americans， 
It touches all lives. Its a part of 
history we want to relate and 


include in American history,”he 
Said. 

“The government wanted to get 
rid of the barracks. They'd rather 
not have 让 here， Were bringing 
history back and writing about 让 . 
This is the truth 一 amid like 让 or 
not，it happened. This place was 
filled with tears，anguish and 
hope, This is not Asian history, the 
US government made it happen,” 
Chow declared. 


BRIBERY 

Chow was born and raised in 
SFE, but his father was detained on 
Angel Island in 1922. His grand- 
mother married a foreign national 
and becatuse of the laws，lost her 
citizenship. When her husband 
died she came back to this couritry 
and was refused admittance，but 
got in dueto bribery.“How would 
you feel 证 your citizenship was 
dueto bribery? he asked, 

Chow said it's still hard for a lot 
of people that stayed on the island 
to_ talk about their experiences 
because theyre either too bitter or 
ashamed， 

“There-is tremendous pride in 
Asian people, To force them to lie 
or circumvent even unjust laws 
caused 1 great pain,”he explained， 
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“Some of the old immigrants who 
returned to _ the building have 
begun to reajlize this was athing of 
the past, After they've been there， 
they're able to talk about it and 
relate their experiences,” 

“We want to show people we 
recognize the hardships of our 
ancestors and remind ourselves of 
the important contributions they 
made for us SO we could enjoy a 
better life today. We have to make 
this country a better place for 
Asians to live,”Chow stressed.

While Adjusting to US

SAN FRANCISCO 一 When 
Ng Phuong (not her real name) 
caime here as part of the second 
wave of Indochinese refugees in 
1978，she had already Survived 
many _ traumas as a refugee. Her 
mother had died in holding 
camp from lack of proper care; 
her father had died in Vietnam 
before she had left 

Ng had also lost her boyfriend 
in Vietnam Pprior to_ her depar- 
ture and Ng had also tried several 
times to drown herself in Malay- 
Sia . 

Ng came over with her three 
Sons and five brothers and Sisters 
knowing no English，she. gained 
a_limited understanding of the 
Aimerican System via interpreters. 


UNDOCUMENTED 


Even with the bilingual assis- 
tance provided, gaining a hold on 
the System was virtually impossi- 
ble for Ng and her family. Her 
family earnestly Sought work, but 
lacking English skills the search 
seemed hopeless. 

With her health Slowly detero- 
Triating due to her Severely 
depressed state，N8g ultimately 
tried to kill gerself by running in 
人 font of a car and later stabbing 
herself with a knife. Both times， 
her family stopped her. 

At Ppresent，she is under the 
care of a hospital on an Outpatient 
basis and has shown improved 
ProgreSS. 


NgSs attempted suicide is per- 
haps one of many in the refugee 
comrmunity that are undocu- 
mented,，and even those who die， 
there is little om record， according 
to the county coroner's office Yet 
the case represents the very real 
crisis and frustrations facing the 
thousands of Indochinese refugees 
who fled political and _ economic 
turmoil and now are struggling to

Survive in American society. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
the refugee doesn't know where to 
turn for help,”said Dr，Tuan 
Nguyen, "of the Asian Commun- 
itie Mental Health Service. “Were 
not Teaching an adequateprogram 
level to _ meet the needs of the 
refugee population.” 

“The refugee problem is a 
myriad one，affecting the refugee 
at all levels Nguyen Said.“Basi- 
cally， it is one of severe depres- 
sion，anxiety, and frustration,” he 
noted 


Many refugees who have 
mental health problems are in a 
state of deep depression and psy- 
chologicajlly are not ready for the 
transition into the ”American 
System here，according to several 
mental health agencies who treat 
refugees， 

Dr. Tan Nguyen of Asian Com- 
munities Mental Health Services， 
explained that the problem is 
typically “Psychosomatic in 
mature，wWhere the refugee is con- 
stantly plagued by common ail- 
ment Such as ， severe head- 
aches,， indigestion，and insommnia， 
to a degree which .often require 
medical attention， Consequently， 
Dr, Tan noted the refugee's per- 
formance level is substantially 
lowered， Particularly in ， school 
and on the job, “Its a vicious 
circle,”he said. 


STICMA 

A major problem confronting 
refugees who become depressed 
arid frustrated is the negative 
stigma attached to mental health 
这 Asia， 

“In Southeast Asia, the concept 
of Western mental health is _prac- 
tically non-existent 一 you are 
considering either normal or 
crazy，arid its the family who 
takes care of the problem，They 
(the refugees) feel you are corrupt 
让 you have any mental health 
problem. Consequently，a lot of 


refugees who need heljp，don't get 
it,”explained Frank Kim，coor- 
dinator of the Richmond Area 
Mnulti-Services (RAMS)， 

Upon arrival in the US，the 
husband，seen as the provider of 
the family in his homeland，is 
Under great pressure to Provide for 
his family， 天 im said. But because 
of the language barrier，and his 
usually medium age (24-44)，the 
husband often has the hardest 
time getting a job. The children 
and wife，who may learn English 
more quickly，are able to obtain 
jobs faster，becoming the family: 
Providers,，Kim said. 


This role reversal，often frus- 


trates the husband， sometimes 
prompting him to react irra- 


tionally ipP anger and violent 


behavior. 
FEAMILY 

“If the husband or Provider of 
the family is not Provided an

Art Peltz，of the US Depart- 
ment of Justice，said there is a 
defipite need for improving the 
city's agencies that providqe essen- 
tial mental health services for 
Indochinese refugees. 

“New immigrants，Pparticularly 
the refugees from Indochina，are 
usually reluctant to _ call for help 
from governmient agencies,” he 
said，He emphasized that more 
comImnunication between agencies 
and especially outreach services is 
needed to_ intelligently approach 
the refugeeproblem , 

“There is a great deal of suspect 
and reticence among the refugees 
for the American system. They're 
used to doing everything on their 
own without the help of the 
government,”Peltz added. 

With most mental ”health 
funding cut back, Peltz questioned 
the capability of agencies to 
respond to the growing needs of 
the refugees in a “minimal fash- 
ion,”“If we can meet the needs of 
today is reward enough,” he said.

“There are more guilt 
feelings_ among youth who often 
feel hopeless， with no energy to do

“There is fantastic pressure on 
youth to survive here， most 
evident in the problems in schools 
with racial identity and tension 
with other ethnic .groups,” Kim 
said.

STAGE 

JInterviewing and a carnival 
game are alike in another respect. 
Its important to find the right 
angle to approach the task in 
bandq， In the case of Ying 
Ruocheng，he is far more well 
known in China for his stage work 
than his 和 ilm acting，and，in fact， 
he proved to be a frank and 
articujate. source of information 
on the state of theater in China 
today:

But 
SOon thereafter，he concentrated 
his energies on the stage and 
helped found the Beijing People's 
Art Theatre ip 1950，which today 
is the national theater of China. 

Ying has produced,，directed 
and starred in numerous produc-

Beijing four times a month , 


TRAMPLED 
Ying tilled the fields and 
worked as a furnace stoker. “We 


really didnt mind the work，I 
was the humiliation that was 
really painful 一 when one has 
Worked for so many years to 
estabjlish our theater, only to see 让 
trampled in the mud,” 

After the Cultural Revolution， 
Ying tried to put the People's 'Art 
Theatre back together，One gal- 
vanizing force has been mounting 
aproduction of Lao S$he's. modern 
Chinese classic，Tea 瓦 ovse，with 
90% of the original cast that 
performed the Play in 1958 re- 
united. Cathering together actors 
with such  ， shared pain had 
rekindled the ensemble spirit 
necessary for the company's ad- 
vancement, Ying noted.
